Budget panel wants commodity slasfi

WASHINGTON - A total of S900 million 
must be slashed from federal commodity 
support programs in 1991* the chairman of the 
Housc.budget panel told the House Agriculture 
Committee Wednesday. 

In a closed-door caucus. Rep. Leon Panetta. 

' D'-CaTi f.’.' fc por'ie'dly ' tdl'rTthc a gricu I f Lire 
committee that during the first year of the 1990 
Farm Bill, it should make SHOO million in cuts 
and employ S100 million in user fees - 
possibly on livestock, dairy or poultry 
operations. 

Panetta is also said to have told the 
committee to cut $1:7 billion in 1992 and 
reduce it s budg et by_S2_billion each year from 
1 993 througHl 995. ' ' 

But Agriculture Committee member Rep. 
Dan Glickman, D-Kan., told reporters, "The 
numbers themselves" are - Yol locked irrstonc." 
He also said Panetta told the committee it 
would not be "unreasonable" for the committee 
to consider some increases in target prices for 


farmers as a kind of adjustment for inflation" 
an idea that has been popular with several farm 
state lawmakers. 

Target-prices arc the figures Congress 
believes would provide farmers with- a 
reasonable return on their crops. 

They are used to set crop subsidies. 

While the session did not dwell on loan rates, 
GficRtmiii ‘^tdrhlS'tibfh'hTntetrffCdgbrzW'tniit’' 
raising loan rates would be "one way to* save 
money" but that it would represent a “radical 
change in policy” which members were 
unlikely to make. 

Loan rates represent a price “floor" below 
which Congress thinks a farmer 'should not 
have to sell his crop. 

The Wheat. Soybeans and Feed Grains 
Subcornnmtce Stay have to rework some of its" 
action to date on the farm bill, said 
subcommittee member Rep. Tim Penny. I)- 
Minn. 

But overall, he said, the numbers presented 
by Panetta were fairly close to what the 
Agriculture Committee had been working with. 


■ "That- -subcommittee, -with jurisdiction over 
the "big ticket" price support programs for com 
and wheat, is perhaps hardest hit by the need 
for budget cuts. 

The budget committee is recommending

In its budget proposal earlier this year, the 
Bush administration recommended a reduction 
in commodity programs to $10.2 billion from a 
projected $1 1.7 billion in 1991. 

The Agriculture Committee, therefore, 
received a "few dollars more" than it had 
expected.- Penny said.

Earth Day shows insight to crisis

The battle cries rang out across the land; Sue 
the Polluters! Givc’Harth a Chance! 


Twenty million Amcm-ans turned out on the 
first Earth Day — Wednesday, April 22, 1970 — 
displaying a ringing belligerence that branded the 
environmental revolution on the social conscious- 


It was the biggest demonstration in the nation^ 
history, as people look time out from school and 
work to be- a part of the parades, rallies, protests 
and teach-ins that spotlighted America's environ- 
mental ills. 

That first carnival-like celebration focused on 
pollution that jyas„casily.. visible: smo^gy skies., 
and beaches too filthy for swimming. The 
protesters — many impatient, idealistic and 
young — bashed autos with sledgehammers, 
wore gas masks and called polluters nasty names.

The environmental movement was an assaujt 
on America’s conventional wisdom. 

The revolution has matured since those early 
demonstrations against "America the Ugly," and 
the urgency to preserve Earth’s life-support sys- 
tem — air, water, soil, oceans, forests and 
wildlife — has gained strength as the nation and 
the world confront threats unimagined two 
decades ago, byproducts of population growth 
i- -and econQmi<Ldc.yclopntcnt.- .. . — — ^ 

- • Thcre'has been progress. Americans paid more ' 
than SI trillion in the past two decades for indus- 
trial and municipal pollution control, which has 
paid off in many ways. A crackdown oil Gr eat 
Lakes pollution saved Lake Erie from a slow 
death, and the skies of industrial cities such as 
Chicago no longer arc smudged in billowing 
black by smokestacks, so common in the 1970s. 
Americans spend S80 bUlion a year on pollution' 
control, and many people have made habits of re- 

cycling and conservation. 

But new problems such as global warming, tox- 
ic chemicals in our food and water, destruction of 
tropical rainforests and air pollution eating away

A revolution is' going on in banking, 
flit only recently has it touched you ns a 
bank customer. . .

Q - 1 have always been in- 
trigued by using a windmill to 
generate electricity for my own 
home. Are there residential- 
sized windmills available and 

can I install one myself? HJ. 

'. A. There are many residen- 
tial-sized electricity-generating 
windmills available. Many’in- 
clude an entire kit with the sup- 
port pole, generator or alterna- 
tor, rotor (blade), and all con- 
trols for easy installation. 

In a residential area, you will ' 
still want to be connected to the __ 
central utility company^ power 
lines. Since wind is not con- 
stant, the output varies and your 
electricity demand will exceed 
its output at times. 

. . You should contact your local. _ 
electric utility company. Usual- 
ly, there is some plan where you 
can be paid or get a credit on 
your monthly electric bill for 
-excess electricity your windmill- 
produces. 

A typical residential windmill 
has a rotor blade diameter of 15 
feet and a rated output of 4,000 *■ 
wa tts of electricity. There are 
automatic' computerized controls . 
for the electricity output and fre- 
quency (alternating current - 



AC) to match tH? utility compa- 
ny’s output. 

These generally fcqu'rc n 
wind speed of 1 0 mph to begin 
generating electricity. A brake is 
applied at about 40 mph to 
avoid damage. They can be set 
to produce either regular 1 15- or 
230-volt house current. - 

Although the investment in a 
windmill system is substantial, 
once it is installed, you should - • 
get many years of free electrici- 
ty. If you choose a system with 
a brushless generator, it is basi- 
cally maintcnancc-frcc. Also, a 
windmill is environmentally 
clean, producing ho air or water 
pollution' “
